He also hopes to see extended and

This latter is of 


considerable importance to the tax- 
payers of Covina, as there is one mile 
of the San Bernardino Eoad within the 
city limits, the maintenance of which 
will shortly become a heavy burden to 
the local taxpayers unless a policy of 
this kind is inaugurated.

The apparatus cannot 
go again to a fire in the country. More- 
over, the lack of water with which to 
use that apparatus, at most places out 
side the city, is a good reason for think 
ing about something else for county use. 


The fire trailers that are offered for 


the needs of the country places that 
surround Covina appear to be the best 
thing in sight to meet this want. These 
are automobile trailers, adapted to a 
quick hitch behind the car or truck, and 
carrying a large supply of individual 
chemical extinguishers, sacks, shovels, 
and other equipment such as fires in the 
country are likely to require. The cost 
of one of these trailers is only about 
$400. At that price it would not hit the 
country folk very hard to own at least 
two of them, a;id so be reasonably ready 
for the emergency created by a sudden 
blaze. It is not a matter that the city 
can work on, but must be left to the 
disposal of the country people them 
selves, and this is a good time to settle 
it right.

elements, it behooves the grower to be 
ware of future troubles, and, if possible 
do his fumigating just the same, for he 
may be sure that the new tender growth 
coming out BO brightly on the injured 
trees will furnish such ideal and abund 
ant food for the corning generation oi

Smudge Versus Wind 
— Which Shall It Be? 


By EDWABD INSLEY 


Just two months ago the famous 


Costless convention was held in Co- 
vinn. Unless memory fails me, the key- 
note of that gathering wns the deter- 
mination to find some other cure than 
the smudge pot for what aila us. We 
didn't believe in the pots; we didn't 
want them: We wouldn 't have them, if 
there was anything else in the world 
that would do the trick. But when we 
read in our local papers the announce- 
ment that three of our big packing" 
louses are fathering a movement to 
smother Covina with the nasty pots, 
we must recall the familiar lines of 
'Old Tarlton's Song": 


The king of France went up the hill 


With twenty thousand men; 


The king of France came down the hill, 


And ne 'er. went up again. 


Have we given up the fight so' soon, 


so easily, and retreated when victory 
was actually in sight? 


We cannot blame Mr. Griffith for re- 


taining at the Azusa Foothill ranch the 
methods that have been so successful 
there. The smudge pot is the big grow- 
ers' game. It is a successful game on 
ranches of hundreds of acres, with big 
trained crews always ready for emer- 
gency. 
The smudge pot is not the game for the 
small rancher with five, ten or twenty 
acres. It never can be his game, for 
one reason if no other—the reason that 
there would never be nearly enough 
labor available to make it a general 
ouccess. If the poor man as well as the 
rich man is to save his crop when these 
freezes come, it must bo done with 
something other than smudgt pots. 


Can it be donet We know not only 


that it can, but that it has been done. 
The evidence is incontestable and un- 
disputed that the Cobb device at Lind- 
say last winter saved Warren Towt's 
crop while the crops of his neighbors 
were frozen and their trees heavily in- 
jured. Just what the Waterman ma- 
chine or others may do remains to be 
seen. I am out some good money, as 
are others of us, if Waterman fails to 
make good. Be that as it may, the 
principle of the thing has been amply 
proved by Cobb. Towt saved his crop, 
got the money for it, and his grove re- 
mains in fine condition. What does the 
rancher want!'What more can he get 
with, the smudge pots! 


There' is no law, in Covina at least, 


against tKe smudge" riuifiancej wnicTTwin 
cost every householder and every store- 
keeper hundreds of dollars every winter 
if it invades our district to any extent. 
Only a few ranchers will benefit by it, 
and, they would be wiser if they took to 
heart the lessons of the frostless con- 
vention. If there was riot the brightest 
prospect of a better way, we might be 
justified in encouraging the movement 
to bring the pots to Covina. 


Pedagogue Involved 


In Serious Charges 


Charges of a serious nature involving 


a seventeen-year-old girl, said to be of 
excellent character, motherles^ and eld- 
est of a family of four sisters, were fil- 
ed Monday by George F. Thome of Los 
Angeles, with the state board of educa- 
tion at Sacramento against Bay E. 
Chase, former teacher of psychology in 
the Manual Arts high school of Los An- 
geles, and for several years previously 
an instructor in the Covina 'high school. 


The board of education has remanded 


the case to the county board of educa- 
tion of Los Angeles and ordered that 
Chase be brought to trial at once. 


The evidence, according to the charges 


filed by Thome, shows that the girl was 
a pupil in one of Chase's classes and 
states thut immediately when it became 
known to him that the charges were to 
be filed he handed in his resignation to 
take effect immediately. 


The charges set forth that the man 


was old enough to be the girl's grand- 
father and himself the father of three 
grown daughters. The charges further 
state that the evidence shows a care- 
fully laid plot, including a proposal of 
marriage on the part of Chase covering 
a 'period of a year, beginning when she 
was 15 years of age, in which a'keen, 
mature mind was bent upon the accom- 
plishment of his aims. 


The charges state: "The acts took 


place a year ago and continued up to 
the close of the school year. The victim 
suffered nervous prostration and physi- 
cal decline and has been in retirement.''

Cost Of Road Building 


City trustees of towns and small cities of the character of 


Covina who are contemplating street improvements should get in 
touch with the bureau of public works of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture if they would save taxpayers from the 
exploitation at the hands of unconscionable contractors. It ap- 
pears from information at hand, there has been a sudden and 
heavy decrease in the cost of road and street building material. 
Figures given over a wide stretch of territory, embracing prac- 
tically all parts of the United States, run as follows: 


Earth excavation, common, 33 cents a cubic yard; rock excava- 


tion, $1.26 a cubic yard; gravel, $1.44 a cubic yard; sand clay, 
45 cents a cubic yard; crushed stone, $3.42 a cubic yard. 
Struc- 


tural concrete of various classes ranges from $14 to $21.20 a 
cubic yard. 


For surfacing, the following are the figures by the square yard: 


gravel, 40 cents; surface treated macadam, 50 cents; bituminous 
macadam, $1.06; bituminous concrete, $1.97; plain cement con- 
crete, $2.17; reinforced cement concrete, $2.54. 


Time To Build Your Home 


If figures talk at all, they are now shouting to those who con- 


template building homes to get busy and let their contracts. 
Moreover, they tell the same story in every state in the union. 
An examination of the figures just completed by the United 
States department of labor discloses that the cost of building is 
now 25 per cent below 1920, and every indication is that from 
this time on any change is more likely to be upward than down- 
ward. 


Great volumes of money have been released for building pur- 


poses, as forecast some months ago, and the result is that building 
activity is found in all sections of the United States. 


The price of materials has taken a considerable tumble, and 


while wages remain high, nevertheless, the readjustment has 
been downward rather than upward. Experts agree that prices, 
both for material and labor, will never reach the pre-war stand- 
ard, and with the increasing activity, labor certainly will hold its 
own and material will go up in price by reason of greatly increas- 
ed demand. 


.*,,v_ItJs a mistake, speaking from a broad view, to imagine-that 
the building being done will take care of the shortage of homes 
that came to us as a result of building stagnation during the war. 
It will yet take several years of steady work to overcome the 
shortage and keep pace with the normal increase of population. 


The Shame Of Forest Fires 


More forest fires occurred in 1921 than during any previous 


year of record, but owing to improved methods of detection and 
extinguishment, the area burned over was below the average in 
extent. Notwithstanding abnormal drought, public carelessness 
was chiefly to blame. 


Clearly the American public still lacks appreciation of its 


great natural heritage. As a people priding ourselves upon our 
practical outlook, the market value of our timberlands in yielding 
lumber for building and other purposes must be apparent.

America be like, shorn of the great beauty of wide stretches of 
Woodland? How barren, shriveled, utterly desolate and, finally, 
uninhabitable it would become! 


Yet to our shame we continue negligently to burn faster than 


we can reforest. 
Since an ordinary sapling requires from forty 


to eighty years to attain mature growth, it does not require 
genius to determine where such persistent thoughtlessness will 
bring ,us. 


Totally to eliminate forest fires is scarcely possible; lightning 


will always cause a limited number. But the blaze that results 
from human agency can be prevented. 


'Some improvement in the situation is 'reported by individual 


states. Most of this improvement, however, is traceable to the 
rigid enforcement of police powers and to more effective fire- 
fighting methods, rather than to public co-operation. How much 
more encouraging it will be when improvement from year to year 
can be directly ascribed to an awakened public conscience deter- 
mined to end this criminal waste!

Thousand Acres Put In 


Charter Oak Oil Pool 


Another meeting of the ranchers of 


Charter Oak interested in the develop- 
ment of oil, was held on Monday even- 
ing, was attended by a much larger 
number than either of the previous 
meetings. 


An important feature was the reading 


by J. E. Ricketts, a local attorney, of 
the report of the committee appointed 
at the previous meeting to draft a 
form of lease for the protection of the 
landowners. The report went fully in- 
to the favorable and unfavorable fea- 
tures of the many plans in vogue for 
th» exploitation of oil land, and as no 
stereotyped 
form of lease could be 


made to cover all the phases embodied 
in the different methods, it was thought 
advisable to wait until such time as 
a 
definite 
knowledge of the total 


amount of acreage and the size of the 
holding of each individual rancher could 
be ascertained and a definite plan decid- 
ed upon. 


As an outcome of this suggestion, 


slips were distributed among those 
present which resulted in the signing 
up of nine hundred and cighty-nino 
acres. A committee of three, consisting 
of Henry Damerel, chairman, W. D. 
Johnson and Walter L. Hughes, was 
appointed, whose duty it will be to 
interview not only those who have al- 
ready signed np, but those who may 
hold intervening acreage, so that the 
entire community may be consolidated 
as nearly as possible into one uniform 
block. 


Mr. Ames, a rancher on the boulevard, 


near Sun Dimas, although not among 
the number who have already signed 
up, signified his .willingness to do so 
just as soon as he was assured of the 
stability and soundness of the plan to 
be adopted, and if, in the case of a 
community proposition, it was mutually 
agreed advisable to put the test well 
on his property, he would gladly agree 
without expectation of any special pri- 
vileges to offset the disorder and incon- 
venience incidental to such an .enter- 
prise. Mr. Ames is convinced of the 
possibility of oil in that section, but 
very emphatic in his opinion that its 
development should be entrusted only 
to such men who from their known 
successful experience in the develop- 
ment of oil land,-could be depended 
upon to give the best that was in. them 
for the good of all concerned. 


Chairman Rinehart s'tated that th'e 


purpose of,-these public -meetings -was 
to arouse the community to a realiza- 
tion of the potential wealth which may 
be hidden beneath the soil, and that 
*result having been attained, all future 
action will be confined within the cir- 
cle of those who will actually partici- 
pate in development.

the number of stockholders by over 
11,000, according to preliminary figures.

ROCK THAT CAN BE SAWED 


Oregon 
Product That Would Seem 


to Have Peculiar and Most 


Valuable Properties. 


Tufa, a volcanic ash rock, with prop- 


erties possessed by no other stone, is 
being quarried near the town of Mount 
Angel, Ore., the only place In the 
United States where It has been found 
In sufficient quantities for commercial 
use. The stone Is first blasted out and 
Is then hauled to a mill and handled 
like lumber. It Is cut Into blocks or 
"boards" of any desired dimensions. 
Saws, pinners and drills are used on 
It exactly as In a luinber or ^planing 
mill. The finished product closely re- 
sembles lumber, but is cut only In 
short lengths. It is a light-gray color, 
with spots of white running through 
It, and weighs only 80 pounds to the 
cubic fcfot, about one-half the weight 
of common building stone. 


A peculiar characteristic of the Ore- 


gon tufa Is that It can be nttiled. 
Nails are driven Into It -easily as Into 
oak and other hardwoods, but are 
harder to pull out. 
Tufa furniture, 


nailed together, has .been made ex- 
perimentally. It Is regularly used for 
fence posts, moldings, sills and many 
other purposes where nailing Is re- 
quired. Recently It has been discov- 
ered that when pulverized it makes a 
soft, velvety powder which Is an ex- 
cellent filler for rubber. 
It Is pre- 


dicted that It will supplant all ether 
materials for this purpose, thus utiliz- 
ing the refuse.—Horace E. Thomas In 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. 


WHEN ROMANS RULED PARIS 


Masters of the 
World 
Left 
Many 


Traces of Their Occupation of the 


French Capital. 


"Nothing.has been spared to make 


the Palais des Thermes a truly splen- 
did abode. An aqueduct brought pure 
and wholesome water from the springs 
of Rungls, that Is, about three leagues 
from the cen,ter of Paris. 
For 
the 


longest part of Its course it was un- 
derground, but It crossed the valley 
of Arcueil by a series of high arches, 
some foundations of which time has 
respected, admirably constructed and 
finished like the walls of the hall of 
Thermes."—De Gullhermy.

N. B.—The Roman remains, always 


known as Palais des Thermes, in the 
garden adjoining the Hotel de Cluny, 
probably belong to buildings erected 
A. D. 300, when Paris was a Gallo- 
Roman town, by Constantiiis Chlorus. 
It has been sometimes affirmed that 
Emperor 
Julian the Apostate was 


proclaimed and resided here, but It is 
far more probable that he lived on 
the Island in the Seine, and that these 
buildings were simply those of mag- 
nificent baths. The most perfect part 
of the baths Is a great hall, decided to 
have been the frlgidarium, which Is 
exceedingly massive and majestic; of 
the tepldarlum, only the ruined walls 
remain.—"Walks in Paris," Augustus 
J. C. Hare.

Too Much Expected of Milk. 


The use of milk as a food has been 


so extensively exploited by the milk 
Interests that there exists a somewhat 
erroneous idea about it which a-recent 
speaker, before the American Pedia- 
trlc society, Is endeavoring to correct. 
These errors principally concern the 
grpup of children between the ages of 
one and six years. 
These errors 


might be classified under the headings: 
1. Prolonged use of milk as an ex- 
clusive article of diet. 2. Increased 
quantities of milk given along with 
other foods. Milk might not only be 
used too long as an exclusive article 
of diet and in excessive quantities 
with other foods, but Its nutritional 
value might be Injured by boiling. The 
laity were taught, and rightly so, that 
milk was an ideal breeding place for 
germs, and that the growth of these 
germs might be Inhibited t»y keep- 
Ing the milk on ice or the milk might 
be brought to a boll. The use of boiled 
milk was becoming more' prevalent 
and many Injuries \o nutrition oc- 
curred.
